o clock of lockjaw, caused by injuries 
which he received when he was hit by 
a cut of cars in the Big Four yard*; 
at Shelbyville two weeks ago today. 
The body of Morford 
arrived in 
Gings this morning from Shelbyville, 
and from there was transferred 
to 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Morton!, 
north of Glenwood. 
The funeral services will be held on 
Monday afternoon at the Ben Davis 
Creek Christian church. 
Burial will

H arry Morford was 
st nick by a 
cut of cars which were sent down on 
a siding in the Big Four 
yards at 
Fennville two weeks ago today. 
He 
was on his way home to dinner and 
in order to avoid being run down by 
a train on the main track he stepped 
back and directly in front of the cars 
which were coming on tile sidetrack 
a t a terrific rate. 
Ile was thrown under the train and 
bis right leg was so badly 
mangled 
that it was found necessary to ampu­ 
tate it at once. 
Ills left for jit was 
caught under the wheels "of the cars 
and crushed 
assary to remove; a greater part o 
his foot in operations following the 
first one when his leg was cut 
The attack of tetanus de\ 
TV e due sd ay and was caused bv the 
poisoning of tile blood from the fear­ 
ful wounds. 
For 
fifty-six 
hours 
previous to his death his jaws were 
securely locked. 
Ile was unable to 
utter a word although he was con­ 
scious the greater part of the time. 
Since lockjaw developed little hope 
had been entertained for his recov­ 
ery" and Shelbyville newspapers said 
last night that it was not thought he 
would live long. 
Shortly after the accident it was 
not thought that tile young man would 
live more than a few hours. 
But he 
showed such remarkable vitality and 
Arere up so bravely under his suffer­ 
ing that as the days passed the be­ 
lief grew and was expressed by phy­ 
sicians that he would -survive. There 
was every hope for his recovery un­ 
til the tetanus set in. 
The most pathetic phase of the 
case is the fact that Morford was 
married only a few days previous to 
the accident. 
He was wedded to the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Eden Reed 
of Shelbyville and the young widow 
now mourns his loss.

TAFT AND LABOR 


The President Gives a Talk on Unions 


and the Law. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 28.—Seated in­ 
discriminately about the tables, 1,600 
employers and employes of Milwaukee 
lunched with President Taft at the 
Auditorium and heard him speak on 
the relations of capital and labor. The 
president declared In favor of trades 
unions; lauded them for their work in 
securing progressive liability legisla­ 
tion and their success in bettering con­ 
ditions, and then attacked their use of 
the secondary boycott and declared for 
a strict enforcement of the law against 
the unions in such cases. 
Emil Seidel, the Socialist mayor of 
this c i t y , was present.

to Theodore Roosevelt, but his wel­ 
come to the president seemed as hear­ 
ty as that of his city. 
Mayor Seidel 
had threatened to m ake a speech giv­ 
ing the president a few hints on run­ 
ning a government from the Socialist 
viewpoint, but he was not given an 
opportunity to talk.

Lexington, Ky., Oct. 28. — President 
Clarence LeBus and other officials of 
the Burley Tobacco society feel that, 
after the gathering of the multitude of 
tobacco growers at the fair grounds to 
eat burgoo and hear an explanation of 
the intents and purposes of the ten- 
year pooling plan, the propositions 
that afe embodied in the form of con­

A PICTURESQUE STATESMAN. 


Once 
Spoke 
For Sixteen 
Hours and 
Killed a “Grab” Bill. 
Ex United States Senator Thomas 
H enry C arter of M ontana, oue of the 
most picturesque statesm en who ever" 
went to 
W ashington, died 
recently 
aged fifty-six years 
Mr. C arter, born in Ohio, received a 
common school education in Illinois, 
farm ed, railroaded and tau g h t school 
for a num ber of years;. 
For a time 
he traveled, peddling books, in the 
middle west and south. 
L ater he stud­ 
ied law and oi>ened an office at B ur­ 
lington. la. 
In 1882 he moved to Mon­ 
tana. settling at Helena. 
Senator C arter went down in the 
D em ocratic victory of 1010. The Mon­ 
tana legislature was slightly Demo­ 
cratic, and a fte r a hard and bitter 
fight he was defeated for re-election 
by H enry L Myers. 
President T aft 
appointed him a m em ber of the inter 
national boundary commission, which 
Is trying to ad ju st boundary disputes 
between this country and Canada. 
His congressional and official life at 
W ashington had lasted tw enty years. 
This em braced service as the first rep 
resentative elected from M ontana, tw o 
term s in the United States senate and 
such executive positions as com m is­ 
sioner of the general land office. 
Ile 
w as chairm an of the Republican na­ 
tional 
com m ittee during 
H arrison’s 
second campaign. 
D uring President M cKinley’s adm in­ 
istration, at the instance of Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley, Mr. C arter spoke to death a 
river and harbor “grab” bill appro­ 
priating $50,000,000. 
T hat was his 
m ost spectacular and fam ous feat. 
H e was on his feet sixteen hours.

In one year, according to the esti­ 
m ate of the geological survey, there 
was 
recovered 
from 
scrap 
m etal, 
sweepings, drosses, copper, lead. zinc, 
tin and antim ony a total value of $45,- 
525,500. 
These are w hat are known 
as “secondary m etals,” m eaning the 
utilization of m etals th a t would other­ 
wise be cast aside as w aste m aterial. 
In other words, this large sum bf 
money represents the annual junk pile 
of the U nited States. 
The total am ount of secondary cop­ 
per recovered from rem elted brass and 
from alloys other than brass, assum ­ 
ing th a t the brass rem elted had on 
average copper content of 70 per cent, 
w as 891,500 tons, of which 15,500 tons 
w ere recovered by regular refining 
plants and the rem ainder by plants 
treating only secondary m aterials. At 
least 30,000 tons w ere recovered from 
clean scrap, m ade in tho course of 
m anufacture of copper and b rass ware, 
so th a t only 01,500 tons w ere obtained 
from ashes and cinders and from nut 
t erie I th at had entered tho trad e in 
m anufactured, form and been discard 
ed. 
The production from "second 
sources in 1010 w as equal to about 
per cent of the dom estic consum pt 
of new copper. 
Secondary lead recovered amouli 
to more than 50,000 tons, valued a* 
$5,000,000, equal to 11% per cent of 
the refined lead produced in the U nit­ 
ed States. 
T hirty-four thousand tons 
of zinc were also recovered soconduri 
ly, am ounting to nearly one-fourth of 
the 
whole 
production 
of 
prim ary 
sm elter in the United States, and its 
value was nearly $10,000,000. 
The 
secondary recoveries of antim ony, a l­ 
m ost whollj” from alloys, exceeded the 
prim ary m etal, its value in 1910 being 
nearly $500,000. 
Likew ise the pro­ 
duction of secondary tin exceeds the 
prim ary supply, and this recovery is 
largely on the increase.

Mr. R ankin en­ 
joys good health and keeps posted on 
current events by reading the new s­ 
papers every day. 
Ile goes out d riv ­ 
ing every clear day. 
Mr. Itankiu is a 
graduate of W illiam s college. 
Mr. R ankin w as born in E lizabeth­ 
tow n, N. J., now known as Elizabeth. 
Ile studied law and practiced for fif 
teen years in Cincinnati, O. 
His p art­ 
ner w as Alonzo T aft, fa th e r of Prest 
d ent Taft. 
Ile alw ays has been a total abstain 
er, but had not been so strict on the 
m atter of tobacco. 
H e began to use 
tobacco when he w as tw enty and did 
not give up his cigars and pipe until 
tw o j’enrs ago.

First Appeared. 
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H E increasing prevalence of pel­ 
lagra in different sections of 
the country is responsible for 
the editorial assertion in the 
Journal of the Am erican Medical Asso­ 
ciation th at “it becomes oue of the 
m ost im portant public health problems 
of the present, if not the m ost im por­ 
tan t problem, and as such adequate 
provision should be m ade for its thor­ 
ough Investigation by federal and state 
health authorities.” 
Coincident w ith the expression of 
this 
serious 
view of the situation 
comes the announcem ent from Lexing­ 
ton, Ky., th a t H enry G arm an, a gov­ 
ernm ent bacteriologist and entomolo­ 
gist, believes the buffalo gnat to be 
responsible for the disease. 
Ju st how 
the insect com m unicates the disease 
bas not yet been explained, but Mr. 
G arm an thinks be is on the right 
track and hopes th a t his investigations 
will lead to th e discovery of a cure 
for It. 
“ From K entucky, Tennessee, North 
and 
South 
Carolina 
and 
Georgia,” 
w rites the editor of the Journal of 
the 
Am erican 
Medical 
Association, 
“come reports of increasingly num bers 
of cases, some of them in localities 
w here the disease had not previously 
been detected. These reports in all 
probability m ark th e annual recru­ 
descence of the disease and indicate 
th a t it is increasing from year to 
year, a t least in som e localities, and at 
a rate th a t dem ands serious consid­ 
eration. 
“The evident increase in th e num ber 
of cases, the high m ortality attending 
the disease, and th e lack of know l­ 
edge regarding its etiology and preven­ 
tion, have created some feeling of 
alarm am ong the people of infected 
localities lest the disease m ight become 
widely epidemic. 
Reliable Data Scarce, 
“Judging from the experience of It 
aly, such an event is not impossible, 
since in th a t country the disease, soon 
afte r its appearance, becam e wide 
spread and w as attended by a high 
rate of m ortality. 
“A ccurate data regarding the preva 
fence of the disease in this counti

“On the other hand, press reports 
and editorial com m ents indicate th at 
the public is becoming much exercised 
over the situation. 
In an editorial in 
one of the southern papers the situ a­ 
tion in North Carolina is referred lo 
as alarm ing, and the medical profes­ 
sion is called on to devote more of its 
tim e and thought to. the problem s in 
volved. 
“On the whole," the pellagra situ a­ 
tion m ust be viewed w ith serious coli 
cern. 
Tile disease has been reported 
from more than thirty states, its area 
is extending, and its presence is a 
m enace to the physical and m ental in­ 
tegrity of a large num ber of people.” 
Reports ju st received from Augusta. 
Ga., indicate th a t in th a t city a t least 
th e disease is alm ost entirely confined 
to women.

Linton Honers Walsh’s Memory. 
Linton. Iud.. Oct. 28. 
At a mass 
meeting of the citizens here it w-as 
decided to erect, a monument to the 
memory of John R. Walsh, who re 
cently died in Chicago. 
He was 
city’s greatest benefactor. 


The Russian premier, P. A. Stolypin, 
who was recently shot by an assassin, 
had expected attempts on his life. 
"I have no doubt that attempts will 
be made upon my life,” said M. Stoly­ 
pin when lie accepted the premiership 
In July, 1905, “but I hope that order 
will be restored and stability establish­ 
ed In Russia before they are success­ 
ful.” 
On 
Aug. 25, 1906, a bomb was 
thrown into his country house on Ap- 
tekarsky island while he was holding 
a public reception. The explosion kill­ 
ed thirty-two persons and wounded a 
much larger number, including the 
premier’s daughter of fifteen and his 
son of three. The daughter was crip­ 
pled for life. Stolypin, who was in his 
office at the moment; came off unhurt, 
although persons with him there were 
knocked down and a bottle of ink 
thrown from his desk by the force of 
the explosion spattered its contents 
over him. 
This attempt at slaughter marked 
the climax of a reign of terror in 
many parts of Russia. 
Stolypin is­ 
sued orders to the provincial authori­ 
ties to spare no efforts to stop the dis­ 
turbances. 
Arrests 
followed 
every­ 
where. 
The prisoners got drumhead 
court martial. 
Defense in most cases 
proved useless. 
Executions occurred 
In a few* hours after arrests. 
Official 
records in seven months showed that 
1,080 men and women suffered death 
by shooting or hanging by this process. 
Ile called off the executions by sum­ 
mary process of bls own volition when 
he felt that the terrorists had been sub­ 
dued and that he had blocked revolu­ 
tion. 
M. Stolypin was born in 1863, was 
graduate*! from the University of St. 
Petersburg in 1884, served for four 
years in the ministries of the interior 
and agriculture and in 1S99 was made 
marshal of lh© provincial nobility, lie 
w’as vice governor of Grodno in 1902 
and governor of Sara toff in 1903.

Trouble Broke Out, the Great Vice­ 
roy Described as China’s Strong Man 


Has Been Given Practically Unlim­ 


ited Authority to Adopt Such Meas­ 


ures as May Crush the Rebellion. 


Hong Kong, Oct. 28.—The reported 
oapture of Canton by the rebels is un­ 
true. 
The city is quiet. 
Political re­ 
forms were peacefully advocated at a 
great meeting of citizens, but adhe­ 
sion to the revolution was withheld. 
The meeting favored making Kw. 
tung an independent province and ‘h i, 
conservation of resources for self-, ra­ 
tion. 
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Pekin, Oct. 28.—The imperial party, 
faced by the ever-spreading and ever- 
strengthening 
rebellion, 
has 
aban­ 
doned itself to the hand's of Yuan Shih 
Kai’s strong personality, hoping to be 
rescued 
thereby 
from 
the 
slough 
wherein its own incapacity has plung­ 
ed it, an edict having been issued 
which confers almost dictatorial powd­ 
ers upon Yuan Shih Kai and bestows 
the rank of imperial minister upon 
him. 
It gives him supreme command 
of the navy and army and orders the 
viceroys of the empire to co-operate 
with him. 
The new* generalissimo will urge the 
formation of a third army and also the 
establishment of a body guard of 12,- 
000. 
He will claim the freedom to 
nominate officers of all ranks, from 
regimental commanders upward. Yuan 
Shih Kai’s preliminary measures are 
regarded as not excluding a compro­ 
mise with the rebels. 
There are ru­ 
mors that he fully intends to nego­ 
tiate with them, while in some quar­ 
ters it is declared that he is likely to 
prove more friendly to the rebels than 
to the government. 
His endowment to power is not do 
scrutable to the love of the imperial­ 
ists, but to the desperate n/ed of a ! 
saviour and to the realization of the 
fact more clearly. 
He numbers his I 
friends strongly among the anti-Man-; 
chu faction, and many think that se-! 
cretly he sympathizes witll the revolt!- ’ 
tionists. 
The assembly lias renewed its at­ 
tack upon the government and de­ 
mands the immediate opening of a 1 
free parliament with a cabinet which ! 
Is to be responsible thereto. They also ' 
demand that the political offenders be J 
pardoned and that the viceroy of Sze­ 
chuan and Hupeh be punished.

It is rumored here that the Italians 
lost 2,200 killed and wounded In the 
fighting around Bengazi. 


London, Ort. 28—In the Daily Tele­ 
graph's Tripoli dispatches the latest 
Tripoli fight which is described in the 
censored dispatches published in Italy 
as a “furious onslaught of several 
thousands." is depicted as a much 
smaller affair. 
Under date of Oct. 27 
the Telegraph says that not more than 
500 of the enemy were to be seen at 
any one tfme and that probably there 
were not more than 1,500 engaged. 
“I saw nothing cf any hand-to-hand 
encounters,’’ writes the corresixmdent, 
“nor anything like it. It was rifle and 
artillery day. About IOO Italians were 
wounded. 
It is claimed that many 
hundreds of natives were killed, most­ 
ly in the palm undergrowth." 
Another correspondent sends a code 
message saying that 500 Italians w*ere 
either killed or wounded at Tripoli. 
The Arabs everywhere displayed fa­ 
natical courage. The ground was piled 
with Moslem slain.

the dissolution of the United [States 
Steel corporation to as speedy a ter­ 
mination as possible, that the case 
cannot be ready for argument within 
a year. 
One prediction made in the court­ 
room by an official familiar with sim­ 
ilar though smaller, litigations, was 
that the evidence could not be got to­ 
gether in less than two or three years. 
The subpenas directed against the 
fifty-nine defendants are returnable 
here on Dec. 4, w*hen formal appear­ 
ance must be entered for the defense. 
This will give the defendants until 
Jan. I to answer, plead or demur to 
the government’s petition. It is taken 
for granted that the defendants will 
either demur or file answers. 
The 
government will then have until Feb. 
5 to file a replication, which may be 
either formal or otherwise, according 
as the answers meet the issue raised 
by the petition. 
When the issue has been finally 
joined the court will be asked to pro­ 
vide for the taking of testimony. 
It 
was announced here that the court 
will be unable to devote the time nec­ 
essary to actually hear the testimony. 
Consequently an examiner will be des­ 
ignated before whom the evidence will 
be taken under practically the same 
regulations as would obtain if it were 
done in the open court. 
The govern­ 
ment will first present Its testimony 
and the defendants will be given an 
opportunity to cross-examine witnesses 
in rebuttal 
When the evidence has 
all been taken and printed it will be 
submitted to the court and the trial 
of the case will be concluded by the 
arguments of counsel. 
It always is 
within the discretion of the court to 
grant extensions of time or postpone­ 
ments, so that every date given now* is 
subject to change. 
The government anticipates that the 
suit will be contested at every point.

Attorney General Would Have Steel 
Trust Give Up Without a Fight. 
Washington, Oct. 28.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral W ickerham discussed freely the 
snit he has filed against the steel cor­ 
poration and its subsidiaries. 
He ex­ 
pressed the hope that the steel trust 
and the other respondents w*ould put 
their houses in order by reorganizing 
and that a decree might be entered 
without having the case go to trial, as 
has been done in the case cf the elec­ 
trical trust and other “malefactors,” 
but. in expressing tho hope that this 
would be done the attorney general 
admitted that he had some doubts 
about the willingness of the steel trust 
and Its officers to acquiesce in the 
government's program. 
“You know those men have a repu­ 
tation as fighters,” said the attorney 
general. 
In expressing the hope that the steel 
trust would dissolve and consent to a 
decree, the attorney general added 
that the dissolution and reorganiza­ 
tion would have to be real and not a 
pretense.
